Municipalities Are Afraid of New 
Assessment Law.

to pay their way, unless by in¬ 
creasing the general taxes far be¬ 
yond the present limit of two cents 
on the dollar, and by making tlie 
taxe.s to pro{>crty owners far be¬ 
yond any ability of the average tax¬ 
payer ix) pay the sainor 

"We therefore ask that the bill, if 
it is proposed to be passed in any 
form, bo an»ended so as to i)rovide 
for the taxation being (1) upon real 
property, and (2) by a business tax, 
similar to what is provided In the 
act, but to be ai)pHed to all the 
trades, businesses and profes.«jlons, 
and (3) by an income tax ui)on all 
persons, whether engaged in business 
or deriving such income from pro- 
on the real properly and on the in¬ 
come, ns fixed by each local munici¬ 
pality."

MASSACRES OF JEWS. 


At Least Two Hundred Were Kill¬ 
ed in One District. 

A despatch from Ode.ssa says: Des¬ 
patches from Tirospol, a district 
town in the I’rovincc of Kherson, on 
the left bank of the Dniester, say, 
a fresh massacre of Jews has taken 
place there similar to tlic recent 
massacre of their co-religionists in 
Kisheneff. The despatches state 
that the slaughter of the Jews was 
conducted with great fury and that 
large numbers perished. There is a 
I large Russian fortrcs.s at 'I'irospol, 
but the Jews were unable to obtain 
protection.

Ex'cry- 
where the unfortunate Semites arc 
jU’eparing to hide themKolvcs and 
even to desert* the cities where nil 
their interests are concentrated. It 
is believed that the riots at Kishen- 
ciT and Tirospol, which were sys¬ 
tematically organ laed by^iinknown 
agents, will be repeated in many 
other ])laces.

RAILWAY PROJECTS. 

Messrs. J. L. Englehart. William 
Elnglish, O. 0, Moncreiff, of Petro- 
lea, David Milne and F. F. Pardee 
of Sarnia, are eeeaing-Incorporation 
am the Sarnia, Petrolca, and St. 
Thomas Railway Company. The 
company proposes building a steam' 
line from Sarnia to Petrolea, and 
thence to St. Thomas, with power 
to connect with the C.P.R., the O. 
T.R., the M.C.R., and the Lake Erie 
and Detroit Railroad. Tho com¬ 
pany's request, however, for a bond 
issue of $25,000 a mile for initial 
equipment was refused, and the 
usual powers providing for only 
$$0,000 i)er mile given them. They 
also ask for $10,000 per mile extra 
if they should double-track. 

The Stratford Radial Railway 
Company, whose directors are H. 
M. Sloan and John Jamison, of 
Chicago, Robert Paxton, of Port 
Dover, James E. Ferguson, of Inger- 
Boll, and Gcoi’gtj Sutherland, of 
Chicago, ask the right to build ah 
electric roaJ from Stratford to 
Mitchell, with branches to St. 
Mary's and the village of Embro. 

BILLS INTRODUCED. 

Mr. Ross—For tho construction of 
works of improvement along tho 
Niagara River. The Act makes, pro¬ 
vision for the prevention of erosion 
of tho banks of the liver petween 
Chijjpawa and Fort Erie, and for 
tho \\i(lcning and improv'oment of 
tho roadway. It also authori.u>s tho 
coium’usioncrs to enter into an agree¬ 
ment with uny existing or proposed 
coiuiinny for the con5i.truetion and 
operation of an electric railway from 
Chippawa to Fort Erie. 

Mr. Ross—To amend the Act re¬ 
specting circuses and travelling 
shows, 'liiis bill makes certain im¬ 
portant changes in the present act. 
It rui.se.s the maximum license fee 
from S50 to $100, tho free being 
graduated accordfng to tho size of 
the show. If gambling is peruiitted 
in or near the show the license rna.v 
be revoked. The present law makes 
it necc.ssary to prove that gambling 
took i^laeq with the knowledge and 
ttuthoi iz.atlon of the proprietor of 
tho show, but the ameiulment make.s 
this unncce.s.*:ai'y. The penalty for 
exhibiting without a provincial li- 
ceiJSi*, now $100 to $200, is increased 
to $200 to $300, and tlie maximum 
of imprisonment is increased from 
30 days to three months. Any muni¬ 
cipal ofiicer granting a local licen.se 
without the production of a pro-^ 
vincial license is liable to 30 days' 
imprisonment, instead of a lino as 
forineily. 'I'he Act further provides 
that provincial and Duminion detec¬ 
tives shall have free access to all 
.^hows, games, theatres, and public 
gathci ings. 

Mr. Ros.s—To further amend the 
Municipal Act by providing that no 
person shall be disqualified from 
election to any Municipal Council by 
roa.son of any contract or agreement 
granting exemption from taxation.

CIQARET BILL KILLED. 


Thrown Out Because It Was Not 
Properly Introd’iced 


OUawa, Mry IH — (iSpoclol) Tin* 
bill fathered by Mr. Bicknrdike to pro¬ 
hibit the importation, manufacture 
and sale of cigarets was declared out 
of order by the speaker to-night, and 
80 goes by the iioard. 

“J have to declare in regard to this 
bill,” said Mr. Speaker Brodeur, ‘ that 
J do not consider it has been properly 
introduced. The bill has for its ob¬ 
ject to prohibit the manufacture and 
sale of any cigarets or cigaret paper, 
and the bill also provides that no 
cigarets or cigaret papers shall be im¬ 
ported into the country. This bill, 
1 bough dealing with the question of 
latiff, does not impose any tax or 
jiui'ost, and it can be introduced by a 
private iuoml>er, but when introduced 
by a private iu»'inber the propotdtion 
jiioul'l he first considered in a com¬ 
mittee of the whole House. A bill re¬ 
lating to M ade and to alteration o/ 
the laws concerning trade should 
jriginaie in committee of the whole 
LI 0 use. 

Rule Rules It Out. 

•‘By 8ec. 41 of our rules it is pro¬ 
vided as follows : No bill relating to 
trade or alteration of the laws con- 
ieruirig trade is to be brought into the 
House until the propo.sitioti shall 
have been first considered in the com- 
inittre of tlie whole House, and agrml 
to'by the House.’

of the operation. Ill addition to 
criticizing some specltic meaHures 
hdcpied by I he Provincial Board of 
Health, he di.scu.s.sed the general 
question of vaccination, declaring 
that lhough it had heen practimrd for 
many years, ihsre had not been an 
analysis of the lesulia sufiioionily 
thorough to warrant a posit!ve eonvio- 
tion in favor of or agaiiist ii. Tue 
.‘.uggeiiioii of a conimissioii of in ^iiiry 
lo collect all luiporiaiit cvidtnce 
Kvailalde in liarmony with 

the attitude uf the piihlic iniud 
at the piaseiH lime. 'i’he fact that 
a hill has heeii in rotiuced hy Mr* 
Krihs of tSuuili Weilingiou uholiHh- 
ling tho coinpulsoiy feature uf the 
I vaccinal ion law's .sliow that public 
! opinion is uusetlied with regard to it. 

The hill gMeu {’arentH cr guardians 
the right to deidiiie vaccination for 
their children, and gives adults similar 
immunity. 

On behalf of the Piovincial Board 
of Health, Mr.’f^tiattou explained .some 
of the diiiicultiis attending the hand¬ 
ling of the ricent smallpox outbreak, 
and showed how creditably and 
successfully tliey bad been met by the 
otficers of the board. It was not 
always possible to secure the services 
of au experienced physician willing 
to leave an established practice and 
isolate himself with a smallpox 
patient, and so it was often necessary 
to engage a young practitioner. The 
infectious nature of the disease is Un¬ 
questioned, and the methods cf isolat. 
ion carried out under 4116 direction of 
Ibe department heve been eminently 
successful. It is satisfaoioty to learn 
that no Province or State lias a 
system more titicient than Ontario, 
All are agreed as to the nece^^sity of 
isolation uud stringent sauicary 
precautions. But in legard to vacc u- 
atiou there are so ma ly divergent 
views that the law is not successfully 
enforced. Apart entirely from the 
q lestiou that must be settled by the 
p* eponderauce of medical testimony, 
ilieie is the broad issue as to the 
right of the State to infect healthy 
individuals with a mild disease in the 
hope of saving them from something 
noiH inaligiiaiit. If the unvacoinated 
were a miiiHce to those accepting the 
piirantionaiy Infection there would be 
a simple siiiswcr to the quest ion.

The window itself is a two liglit 
window made by Horw’ood & Sous, of 
Ottawa. It is perhaps one of the 
finest windows of such large sixe ever 
turned out by a Canadian firm. It 
represents the appearance of the Risen 
Saviour to Mary Magdalene on the 
first Easter Day. He is represented 
standing with one hand pointing up¬ 
wards, the face being largely taken 
from a picture by Hofmann, and the 
robes being white and scarlet.

'I’he window was erected partly hy 
a beqinst made to St. Peter’s hy the 
arch(ieacou himself, and partly by the 
subi^ci iptions of parisbionerH and 
other friends. The spendrils av the 
top have the designs of an angel bear, 
iiig a scroll with the words “Christ is 
Risen," also a dove representing the 
holy spirit, and the well known symbol 
of the Agnus. Altogether the window 
ia a striking feature of the nave of 
the church now, and is certainly a 
must tasteful and magnificent piece of 
woik. All the surroundings are sub- 
diud to set off the central theme and 
tlm care of the designers and workers 
has evidently given to the preparation 
of it without stint. Ht. Petei’s is to 
be congratulated on having so hand* 
some and distinct a memorial to their 
late rector. 

A brass tablet also erected at St. 
Petei’s on Saturday by tbe tower door 
with the following inscription “To 
the glory of God and in memory of 
Victoria, Queen and Empress, 1837— 
PlOl, the peal of 13 bells in St. Peter’s 
tower was erected largely through the 
efforts of the von. T. Bedford-Jones, 
completed and dedicated after his 
death Nov. 28th, 1901.

FACTS ABOUT Oim COUlfTRY. 


That Will Be New to Most Peo¬ 
ple-Figures of Interest. 

From Quebec to Y'okohfma, via 
North Bay and Port Simpson, the 
distance by way of tho proposed 
new Grand Trunk I’acidc will be 
0,885 miles, as coiiq)arod with 7,- 
413 miles by the present route, via 
Vancouver. From Montreal tho now 
route proposes to shorten the dis¬ 
tance by 390 miles.' 

The lunnulactaring jmpulatlon of 
Canada, as represented by 45 citio.s 
and towns of 4,000 or more, sltuat 
ed along tho O. T. R., numbers 1^- 
000,940, or 18.7 iwer cent, af tho 
total pojmlation of Uie country. 

In Manitoba there arc 41,002,240 
acres of land, and in tho Territories 
345,000,000, of which 298.002,240 
is uninhabited. In British Coltiinbia 
there are 200,000,000 acres unoccu- 
piwl. 

'riiero are five-eighths as much 
land unoccupied in the Northwest as 
tho total acreage of all tho farms in 
the United ^States, which cover 811,- 
200,000 acres. 

In tho Canadian west the extent of 
land uninhabited aggregates six and 
one-half times as great an area as 
that covered by all Ontario. 

In Canada there arc 18,807 miles 
of single track railway and 04(5 
miilos of sefcond track. 

Sixteen jwr cent, of the single and 
73 i)cr cent, of tho second track 
railway, representing respecllvcly 
3,167 and 468 miles, is oj)eraUKi by 
tho Grand Trunk. 

The' Cimadian I*acific oj)erate.s 7,- 
321 miles 'of single and 36 

miles of second track railway in 
Canada, or 89 and 5 i>cr cent, re¬ 
spectively. 

The extent of Canadian railway 
operated by the Canadian Northern 
and Intercolonial resi)ectively am¬ 
ounts to 1,248 and l,30il miles. 

Two hundred and forty-four en¬ 
gines are owned by all the railways 
in Canada, or an average of 12 per 
100 mile.s. i 

The respective numbers of engine}! 
controlled by tho railway comjmnWs 
of Canada' arc as follows : nnnnnnn 
of Canada are as follows; Cana¬ 
dian Pacific, 745, or 10 per 100 
miles; Grand Trunk, 705, or 22 per 
100 miles; Canadian Northern, 47, 
or 4 per 100 miles; Intercolonial, 
280, or 21 per 100 miles. 

A total of 2,604 passenger, bag¬ 
gage and mall cars roll over the 
routes in Canluda, making an aver¬ 
age of 18 cars to each 100 miles. 

The passenger cars of tho country 
are divided between the rival coni- 
I>anic8 thusly: Grand Trunk, 720, 
or 23 per 100 miles; Canadian Pa¬ 
cific, 886, or 12 per 100 miles; Can¬ 
adian Northern and Intercolonial, 
81 and 851 each, being an average 
of 8 and 27 per mile. 

Canadian railways rejoice in the 
possession' of 68,875 freight cars, 
which number is said to average 
865 cars per 100 mflcs. 

•The freight cars of Canada are 
divided tKusly: Grojid lYunk, 24,- 
482, or 775 per 100 miles; Canadian 
Pacific, 21,342, or 291 per 100 
miles; Canadian Northern and Inter- 
coloaial, each 1,760 and 9,689, or.

PRINCIPLES OF SERUMS. 

The task is facilitated by the di.s- 
covery of serums acting specifically 
on tho different elements. The prin¬ 
ciple of the preparation of thesi» ser¬ 
ums remains always the same (a.s 
Qt lirst announced). Take'the red 
blood globules. We inject the cell 
element Into an animal of a different 
species. After a few such injections 
the serum of this animal becomes a 
speciilc poison for the red l>lood 
globules of the former species of anl- 
imal, while little of it (in analogy 
with digitalis and other poisons) 
strengthen the sxiecilic elements in¬ 
stead of killing or di.soolving them. 
So they are called cj'totoxic scr¬ 
ums. Since their discovery by J. 
Bordet, of tho Pasteur Institute, 
they have been stmliod and confirm¬ 
ed by scientists all over the world, 
tho latest i)ublication being that of 
Bclonovsky at St. I’etersbiirg. Here 
is tho rational way to atrengthen 
the higher elements of the human 
body and jiroveiit it growing "old," 
as jt does now, at 00, 70, and 80 
ycoTrs of ago.

THE H ONEST L AWYER 

N«ver Uses False Means to Plead 
for a Justifiable Cause^

Uaily, of Toronto, at tlie 
Department of Agriculture, Ottatra.) 

I A despatch from Chicago says: 
Kcv, Frank l)p ^Itt Talmage preach¬ 
ed from the following text: I Tim¬ 
othy i, 8, "The law is good if a 
nmn use it lawfully." 

I'aul had all the mental qualihca- 
t‘^onB of a great lawyer. When he 
rtooKl before Felix and as his own 
advocate tore into pieces the charge 
made by the prosecuting attorney, 
'rertullus; when he argued before 
King Agrippa until the king ad¬ 
mitted he was "almost persuaded;" 
when he pleaded upon Mars hill with 
the Jury of Greek scholars until at 
last even that central seat of Athe¬ 
nian culture was shaken to its very 
founxlatlon by his proclamation of 
the "unknown God," we find the 
highest development of forensic 
training and legal acumen. As one 
schooled in the law, Paul kjiew the 
mighty and ip^Jcstic power of the 
law, both spiritual and temporal. 
M'herefore he lays down the broad 
paopositlon that law is good for the 
community and that it is needed 
not only for the vindication of the 
right, but for the punishment of 
the wrongdoers, whether the laws 
that they break are human or di¬ 
vine. 

The noble profession of the law is 
often unjustly maligned. Like other 
pTof<>Bsions, it has in its ranks un¬ 
worthy men who disgrace it, and 
there Is no profession In which 
trickery and rascality reap so rich 
a harvest. But it has also in its 
ranks noble, honest, sterling men, 
wliose knowledge and talents are de¬ 
voted to the cause of right and jus¬ 
tice. I want to sav to all young 
men who are entci^g that profes¬ 
sion that if thej" set before them¬ 
selves a lofty ideal and hold fast to 
C hristian principle they may win 
success in it, serving God faithfully 
and keeping their character unstain¬ 
ed. Let me try to give you briefly 
my conception of the pi^lnciples of a 
Christian lawyer. 

THF CHRISTIAN LAWYER. 

Jlle will never champion a cause 
that he knows to be dishonest. Wliy? 
Because ho would be aiding one man 
to deprive another of his rights. Oh, 
the wrongs that are perpetrated by 
the lich and powerful! Oh, how 
many there are who suffer all their 
lives at the hands of unscrupulous 
foes! IIow many men arc trying to 
deprive their brother man of his 
rights? The lawyer who helps them 
in their nefarious attemot is a par¬ 
taker with them in their crime. I 
am not here contending that it is 
wrong for the lawyer to defend a 
criminal in court. Every man s 
entitled to n fair trial. Even the 
wretch CzolgosT had his rights be¬ 
fore the law, and justice required 
that tho.se rights be protected. A 
lawyer often does a heroic part in 
ilefendlng a criminal or in pleading 
that mercy 13 C shown him, but there 
Is no heroism—In aiding a client to 
cheat or defraud another. 

Yet there are a great many law¬ 
yers who ainrm that they have 
nothing to do with the honesty or 
dishonesty of a client. All that 
they must do is to present the best 
(side of a civil suit, and then the 


strong. The young graduate from 
a legal school is likely to take any 
case which comes in his .way. It is 
not so much then a question of 
money as of getting something to 
do. He will spend as much time 
over the case of a pet dog which has 
been poisoned in a back yard as lie 
will twenty years later on a $100,- 
000 suit. Hut after awhile that 
young man works his way up the 
legal ladder. His brain becomes 
keener, his experience greater. Ho 
stands in the front rank of his pro¬ 
fession. >Vhat is. the result 7 He 
ceases as a rule, to deal with cases 
involving small fees. He is a rail¬ 
road attorney or a rich man's advo¬ 
cate. 

My legal friend, now is your op¬ 
portunity for heroic self sacrifice. 
Do you know of a case in which a 
poor man is n/cnaced with injustice? 
Do you know of a man 
who is charged with a 
crime of which he is innocent ? The 
glory you win in championing his 
cause is better to you than a $1,- 
000,000 fee. The great corporations 
and the wealthy men have reserved 
for their services the strongest legal 
brains of the country. I ask, who 
arc going to look after the legal in¬ 
terests of the poor and the helpless? 
You know just as well as I that the 
critical time in the young man’s life 
is just after he has committed that 
sin which he did thoughtlessly and 
without realizing its heinousness. 
You know that if he Is once con¬ 
victed and sent to the penitentiary 
and herded in with a lot of old 
criminals he will become one of the 
blackest of the black. Will you 
leave him to the care of one of 
those legal incom{)etcnt8 who are 
found lianging about every court 
room, waiting like vultures to 
pounce upon the helpless and the 
slain ? Or will vou. in the front 
rank of the legal profession, give 
vour time and eervice.s to save that 
.young man ? You know as well as 
1 do that that little child who had 
her legs cut off by the cruel wheels 
of the electric car through the care¬ 
lessness of the motorman will get 
nothing unless a man of your brain 
plead her cause. You, with your 
legal ability, could win for her a 
verdict of $20,000 cash. WilJ you 
let that little chilfl bo sent to a 
cripples' home and pass all her life 
there in poverty because you, a 
successful lawyer, are not willing to 
plead her cause ? 

FOR HUMANITY'S CAUSE. 

Shall the strong' lawyers only look 
after the strong clients and not 
after the weak ? No, no. That is 
not what they ought to do. Surely 
the lawyers should bo just as self- 
sacrificing in caring for the helpless 
unfortunates us their biother pro¬ 
fessionals, the surgeons and the doc¬ 
tors. The poorest in our cities can 
have if necessary the sc^ice.** of the 
very best surgeon or oculist or 
aurist or lung specialist. All a man 
has to do is to go to the hospital 
clinics, and the best medical and 
surgical skill is at his command 
free. Can it be that the lawyer is 
not ready to sacrifice as much for 
humanity’s cause us the physician 
or the surgeon ? Besides that, ray 


•ne^ must some day be passed in 
review by the*great assize. So live 
that, with Chidst as your Advocate, 
you can win the verdict of ever¬ 
lasting life.

ARSENIC VERSXrS GOLD. 

Poisonous Mineral Is the More 
Valuable of the Two. 

Gold miners In Hastings county, 
for years sought for some means to 
rid the ore of the arsenic deposit 
which in that region is found in 
’conibination with the gold. 'Thoy^ 
offered rewards, tried numberless ex¬ 
periments, and <Jld everything they 
could to get rid of the poisonous, 
troublesome stuff that lay between 
them and their precious gold. But 
now a wonderful transformation has 
taken place. Instead of separating 
the gold from the arsenic, the min¬ 
ers are working to get the arsenic 
away from the gold. It is much 
*the same thing, but different. The 
difference is that the arsenic ami not 
the gold is what the miners are af¬ 
ter; they do not throw nway the 
gold, but the arsenic is the prize. 

The mlqers were still swearing 
vainly at the arsenical deposits that 
buried their gold from them when 
'a par^ of acientists came over 
from ^gland. They asked the min¬ 
ers how much gold a tpn they took 
out of their rough ore. The miners 
replied that the ore ran all the way 
from $4 to $60 worth of gold. They 
said the trouble was that it had so 
much arsenical pyrites in it. The 
scientists investigated and informed 
the miners that the arsenic in ohe 
ton of their ore was worth some¬ 
thing like $90. Then the miners 
quit swearing at the arsenic. 

This strange turn of the wheel of 
fortune has been caused by the vir¬ 
tual e.xhaustion of Uio former chief 
source of supply of arsenic in Ger¬ 
many and England, together with 
the superior quality and purity of 
the Canadian product. 

The companies in the Hastings 
county gold fields have successfully 
introduced the bronio-cyanogen pro¬ 
cess in treating the previously re¬ 
fractory mispickel, os the ore in 
which arsenic is contained is called, 
and arc now turning out eighty tons 
of arsenic a month. The ^arsenic 
can bo placed on the cars at* Mar¬ 
mora, in Hastings county, at a cost 
of $20 a ton; it sells at $70 and 
frequently as high as $90 a ton. 
This arsenical ore also carries from 
$4 to $60 worth of gold In each 
ton. which is a handsome profit in 
Itself. 

Arsenic is a metallic substance, 
oxtretnoly brittle, of steel gray 
shade, and is one of the most pois¬ 
onous of sub.stances. It is used for 
rni.xing with lead in the manufacture 
of shot and is also added to iron 
anxl f ted in the manufacture of 
ohains and ornaments. It is indis¬ 
pensable in the nuinufacturc of glass, 
being use^. V for reducing the iron 
ojcicre contained in sand.

Vet some distant relative 
with whom he never had any close 
afliliation, by the aid of scheming 
lawyers, broke that w’ill. It was 
onl\' heeausc one of the new heiis 
was Intrinsically honest that i)art 
of the estate was placc<l at the dis- 
l)osal of the trustees who were ap¬ 
pointed to carry out the scheme. 

LAWYER'S TEMPTATIONS. 

Rut. though 4.hl.s may be all true, 
the teini)talion8 before honest crim¬ 
inal lawyers are very great. Reliev¬ 
ing In the innocence of their cli¬ 
ents, they know as no other class 
of men how many innocent victims 
have been sent to the jienitontiary 
or the gallows through ap unbreak¬ 
able chain of false eiiTumstuntinl 
ovideiiee. In one of our large cities 
of the cast a man was aroused one 
niglit by a noise. With lighted 

camlle and cocked revolver, he de¬ 
scended the stairs and was shot 
dead. An cx-convlct was arrested 

and Vharged with the crime. H'is 
lawyer believed him to be innocent. 
JIrdid all in his jiower to save him. 
lie was hanged. Some years after 
the e.xecution a dying convict con¬ 
fessed to that crime and thus prov- 
e<l that an innocent man had his 
liie flioked out by ful.se circumstan¬ 
tial evidence. In the same way a 
few years ago a woman in the far 
west was murdere<l. An innocent 
man, jiroved so by later develop- 
'iiicnls, wa.s found to have suiTered 
for that crime. No lawyer in any 
caiuicify is calU*<l upon to lie. A 
lai.'^ehood is a falsehood, no matter 
lit)W it is t<Ud. If you believe in 
justice, 5^our own llamls must he 
clean when they touch hers, nor 
mnsi you eonlamJnate your own lips 
^vhen YOU would woo her to jirotect 
the life of your client. If a lawyer 
is willing to lie for a good cause, 
the lime will not be very far dis¬ 
tant when he will be willing to tell 
a falsehood to win a bad cause. 

'J'lie righteotrs lawyer tiles to keep 
Ids (lient out of litigation if posFi- 
hl'- That means he docs for his 
client exactly what the honest doc¬ 
tor would do for his patient. T^e 
family physician, coming to the bed¬ 
side of an invalid, docs not say» 
“ilow long can I keep this man 
sick, so I can make as much money 
out of him as possible?" He says: 
"Ilow soon can I maHe this inan 
w.li? The sooner the better. Ver¬ 
ier for me; better for the patient."

The child¬ 
ren of your cook may be utilized for 
light services, such as running er¬ 
rands, weeding the garden and tend¬ 
ing the baby; but the numerous 
brood is apt to be "light fingered" 
and certain to be lousy, dirty and 
probably dlseasod. There Is no help 
for It, however, because “cl costum- 
bro" has decreed that for every ser¬ 
vant you hire you must expect at 
least a dozen extra mouths to feed. 

Nor is thi.s the worst of it. Oc¬ 
casionally the cook's relatives from 
another village come to pay her a 
visit, of a fortnight or two—lasting 
as Jong as you will tolerate it— 
men, women and children, bringing 
more dogs, pigs, chickens, etc., to 
be housed and fed. Fortunately, 
they are not accustomed to “downy 
hotls of ease" or sumptuous living, 
but consider themselves in clover if 
plentifully supplied with beans, com- 
mcal and potato soup, and will 
sleep contentedly on tho stones of 
the patio or the straw of tho sta¬ 
ble. The danger is that some of 
the stranger hangerj»-on may not 
be as honest as tho cook herself is 
suppo.sed to be, and eases arc known 
where thieves and oven murderers 
thus gained admission to tho inside 
of the casa, with disastrous results.

What is called the mystery of tho 
Moat House has been solved at 
last, says an English despaUh. For 
some six weeks past it has been dis- 
cusHcd by everybody, and the past 
week it has been the main topic of 
talk ev'er^ where.

More than four years ago a man 
named Dougal, along with Camillo 
Holland, a middle-aged gentlewo¬ 
man, bought an old farm surround¬ 
ed by a wide, deep moat, in a~ re¬ 
mote part of the country, far-away 
from any other habitation. Shortly 
after the purchase the lady disap¬ 
peared most unaccountably, but tho 
wonder died down very soon. The 
lady was forgotten. Nobody, not 
oven her bankers, were suspicious of 
anything wrong. Cheques reaching 
the bank in Miss HollaiyJ’s name 
w’ere duly honored.

EARTHQUAKES MORE NUMER¬ 
OUS RECENTLY. 

Average Number Recorded A«ts.'ial- 
ly, so tho Wise Ones 
Say. 

At tho recent mccling at Belfast 
of the British Association, Prof. 
Milne said that the usual yearly av¬ 
erage of earthquakes whose feffccts 
were felt all over the world is ^ 
about fifty. Recently, however, 
they have been more numerous. In 
the three years bctw’een Juruary 1, 
1899, and January 1, 1902, the 
number recorded was 196. 

It is^ only within tho past ten or . 
twelve years that seismologists 
have been able to record instrument- 
ally tho effects of tho earthquakes ’ 
at long distances from the place of 
origin of the shock. The seismo¬ 
graph was invented about fifteen 
years ago for the purpose of record¬ 
ing earth movements that could not 
otherwise bo observed. 

In Ja]>an, for example, there are 
thousands of earth movements or 
tremors every year which are too 
slight to be noticed by those on the 
ground, though it is slightly moved 
beneath their feet. There are sev¬ 
eral forms of the seismograph, but 
tho most common is a pencll-tlppcd 
pendulum so delicately adjusted that 
tho slightest earth movement where 
it stands is at once recorded on the 
paper beneath it. 

At the time of tho great Japanese 
earthquake in 1891 It was recorded 
by a seismograph as far away as 
Shanghai, China. But no one at* 
that time suppo.sod that tho effects 
of tho severest earthquake shocks 
wore distributed through the rocks 
clear around tlje earth. 

RECORDING THE SHOCKS. 

It was not until a number of scls- 
mographic stations wore e.stablishcd 
in Kuropc that it was found that 
shocks occurring on the margin of 
the PaciOc Ocean could be recorded 
there. Shocks of tho greatest in¬ 
tensity cannot to-day occur any¬ 
where without tho fact being almost 
il^stantly communicated through tho 
rocks to seismographs in all parts 
of the world. 

Tlie very .severe disturbances in 
Cuatemnla in April last were re- 
coi’^Ied by the most northerly seis¬ 
mographs in Canada and by those of 
Europe. 

I’rof. Milne says that in all cases 
the center of origin of world-shak¬ 
ing shocks lies on the flanks or near 
the bases of the steepest flextures or 
breaks on the earth's surface. Many 
of them occur in the abysses of the 
sea, and it Is usually found that 
when these terrible shocks originate 
on land large areas are raised or 
lowered as the result of the shock. 

Thus in Japan in 1891 a breaking 
down of the rocks Recurred among 
the mountains where the disturbance 
originated. The length of this 
break was traced for forty miles 
and the area of subsidence, which 
embraced the western part of the 
Neo Valley, sank vertically from 10 
to 20 feet. 

During the New Madrid earth¬ 
quakes of 1811-18, which occurred in 
the Mississippi Valley, in what is 
now the soutlieastefn part of Mis¬ 
souri and the northeastern part of 
Arkansas, an area of about 6,000 
square miles subsided vertically on 
on average of about 10 feet.

The colossal cause of one of the 
greatest earthquakes In the past 
century has been quite clearly es¬ 
tablished. ITie Assam earthquake 
of 1897 woR due to a movement of 
about lOjQOO square miles of the 
ur»iK*r rocks through a distance- of 
16 feet. 

The Cutch earthquake of 1819 re¬ 
sulted in the subsidence of 2,000 
square miles of country and the ele¬ 
vation of a ridge fifty miles in 
length. Similarly when the center 
of origin of great earthquakes has 
been sulnoceanic, soundings have 
shown that vast depressions have 
been formed under the sen while 
const lines have been raised or low¬ 
ered. In 1822, about 100,000 
square miles along the const of 
Chili, were permanently lifted about 
three feet. 

In addition to the great earth¬ 
quakes there occur every year some 
10,000 minor shocks, a great many 
of which nro detected only by the 
use of seismographs. It is suppos¬ 
ed that many of these shocks slight¬ 
ly relievo the strain upon the under¬ 
lying rocks which are being slowly 
bended or lifted by subterranean 
forces, without causbig enough mo¬ 
tion to create any seilous disturb¬ 
ance at the surface.

Thi.s certainly 
is true, that if any arc doponding on 
their morality. church member.sliii>, 
l)ai)tism. knowl4<Jge of Scripture or 
anything short of actually reci*iving 
Christ they arc not savid. for “ho 
that hath the Son hath life, ami ho 
that hath not t^o Son of God hath 
not life" (I John v, 12;f.

The confirmation held in B. Mary 
Magdalene’s chinch on Sunday evening 
last was a most solemn and impressive 
servioe. The church was full to overflow 
ing and extra seats had to be provided. 
The interest on this particular oooasicn 
was accentuated by the /act that a large 
number bf adults were to be presented to 
the Bishop, the result, no doubt, to a large 
extent, of the mission held in this church 
last winter, by the Rev. J. C. Farthing. 
That his instructions and earnest appeals 
have borne fruit is attested, not only by 
this evidence, but by the further circum- 
stance that since the mission several 
adults have been led to “pnt on Christ” 
by being baptized into His Name.
